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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-4 and 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Fischell et 
al.(U.S. 6,190,403). 

Fischell et al show in fig. 2, an expanded stent (10) with effective struts and connector 
patterns having all the limitations of claims 1 and 6-8, including: a multiplicity of strut members 
(12); Each set of strut members is separated from the other and formed a closed ring-like 
cylindrical section of the stent. Each strut element consists of one curved end strut that is joined 
at a junction point to one diagonal strut. Each set of flexible links (14,16) connects two of the 
multiplicity of sets of strut member. Each of flexible links is a single undulating structure that 
extends generally in longitudinal direction that is parallel to the stent's longitudinal axis. At least 
some of the individual flexible links is having a shape of a letter Z (fig. 2). Each of the links has 
at least two curved segments which connected to at least three straight segments (19b, fig. 3 is 
considered as a straight segment); and where each of the straight segments of the individual 
flexible links lie a long the longitudinal axis of the stent (as best seen in fig. 3) 

Regarding claim 2, Fischell et al show each flexible link (14,16) has two ends that are 
attached to the multiplicity of strut elements (fig.2). 
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Regarding claim 3, Fischell et al show there are adjacent sets of strut members which are 
in phase with one another, i.e, means 21b can be considered as peaks in one ring that faces along 
narrow depression of 55 in the adjacent ring. 

Regarding claim 4, Fischell et al show there are adjacent sets of strut members which are 
out of phase with one another, i.e, means that peak 21b in one ring faces peaks 24 in the adjacent 
ring.
